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FOREWORD 


HE percept of elegance, as a facet of the crystal of art, is in many ways 

a difficult trick of vision. It is easier, looking backwards, to see that the 
values created by luxury and fashion were always greater than that which com- 
manded them, but it is not always so easy to explain this remarkable law. I 
once quoted Montesquieu: plus un état est riche, plus son luxe relatif lV enrichit, 
and the little parable which he relates to analyse the superiority of the French 
in the arts and crafts of his century. Laziness, he wrote, is a result of pride— 
work, of vanity; the pride of the Spaniard leads him into doing nothing, the 
vanity of the Frenchman into learning how to do everything better than some- 
body else. I make no apology for repeating this wittiest of explanations in the 
company of the Rosenthal catalogue; and if it casts some light on the artistic 
validity of the products of an age of luxury, it is worth restating to those who 
may have already accepted the notion of ‘doing everything better than some- 
body else’ as an excellent goal for the artist-craftsmen of our own industrial 
age and its highly tooled perfectionism. 

The Rosenthal collection, which spans the period 1730-95 in French att, is 
a small one, formed under the skilful supervision of Mr Martin Becker against 
the conservative background of an apartment in which every small detail of 
molding and lockplate testified to the meticulous and refined taste of good 
period design; many of the best works were shown in the famous A.W.V.S. 
Exhibition at these galleries in 1942. But it contains an astonishing repertory 
of the great eighteenth century ébénistes—R. V. Lacroix, Beneman, Sené, 
Georges Jacob, Carlin, Topino and many others; the delicate work of the 
ciseleurs in mounting the porcelains of Sévres and Meissen; the sculpture of 
Auguste Pajou in a marble bust of caressing beauty as well as the joyous terra 
cotta which M. Réau calls La Course du Printempts; the portraiture of the 
court painters Drouais, Vigée-Lebrun and Van Loo, the refined landscape work 
of Hubert Robert and the lyric rococo of ‘Les Indes Galantes’, Lancret’s twink- 
ling tracery of moving figures and vibrant foliage patterns. It contains, in 
short, almost the whole century before Napoleon; and is as handsome a brief 
for Montesquieu’s dogma as could be found within any four walls of our 
knowledge.
